PRESIDENTS SEEMS TO BE THE FAD IN LATIN AMERICA. THE 
FIRST VICTIM WAS MAHUAD IN ECUADOR. . . THE MODEL WAS 
CONTAGIOUS AND REACHED FUJIMORI IN PERU. . . AND BECAME AN 
EPIDEMIC IN ARGENTINA, WHERE THREE PRESIDENTS TOOK OFFICE

DEMOCRATIC HEART (IN LATIN AMERICA)."

"... THIS SHOWS HOW DIFFICULT IT HAS BEEN FOR POLITICAL 
AND ECONOMIC STABILITY TO TAKE ROOT IN OUR CONTINENT. 
THERE IS STILL FERTILE GROUND FOR REVOLUTIONARY RHETORIC 
THAT OFFERS JUSTICE AND PROSPERITY AROUND THE CORNER. IN 
THE VENEZUELAN CASE, THIS IS PARTICULARLY SAD, BECAUSE IT 
HAS KNOWN ALL SORTS OF POPULISM AND YET HAS NOT FOUND THE 
RIGHT COMBINATION FOR GROWTH."
